Boss’ tw'o-3’ear-old fill.v Casaha to the l>ost in the 
s»*eond rare. Casaha found strong siipiKUt and w’on 
in easy fashion after heing reserved Itehind the 
iMiee until straightene<l out in the homestretch. A 

majority of the winners led from start to finish and 
scvt*ral of them seored by comfortable margins. 

There were no close finishes and the sport was 
rather tame.
